It was 
therefore my chief buſineſs here, to ſtrengthen 
the weak, and recal the wanderers. In the 
evening I preached in the Aﬀembly Room, (Which 
was offered me by the Provoſt,) on How fhall 7 
give thee 12 Ephraim And God applied his 
word, I believe there was a general melting 
among the people, and many purpoſed to return 
to God, But the room was exceeding hot, and 
extremely crowded: and yet would not near 
contain the congregation, Thurſday ' 10. the 
preaching-houſe was filled at five in the morning: 
and again I applied directly to backſliders, and 
found a ſtrong hope, that the times of refrefhing 
will - ſoon come from the preſence of the Lord. 

At noon we took a walk to Caftle-Barnard, 
Mr. Barnard has given it a beautiful front, nearly 
reſembling that of Lord Mansfield's houſe at Cane- 
Wood, an —— part of bis lovely park to the 
Houſe, which 1 think has now as Beautiful a 
fituation as Rockinghaw houſe in Yorkſhire, Mr.

Friday 11. I took an affectionate leave of our 
friends at ve, I left them full of good deſires 
and reſolutions, Calling on one-that was ill at 
Innifhannon, word was quickly brought me, that 
the people were flocking together to the preach- 
ing- It was ſoon filled from end to end, 
and I preached to them, eſus Chriſt, made of God 
to us wiſdom, righteouſnefs, ſanctiſicat ion and redemp- 
tion.

Forage ft 
Saturday 12, A gentleman invited me to break- 
faſt, with my old antagoniſt, Father O'Leary, 1 
was not at all difpleaſed at being diſappointed, 
Ne is not the ſtiff, queer man that I expected; 
but of an eaſy, genteel carriage, and ſeems not 
to be wanting either in fenfe or learning. In the 
afternoon, by appointment, I waited on the 


Mayor, an upright, ſenſible man, who is dili- 


+ gently empleyed from morning to night, in doing 
all the good he can. He has already prevailed 
upon the corporation, to make it a fixt rule, that

A hun- 
dred and ninety two poor are now lodged there- 
in: and the maſter, (a pious man, and a mem- 
ber of our Society,) watches over them, reads 
with them, and prays with them, as if they 
were his on children.
